government does in relation to the liq­ 
uor trullic is to tax the article, as it 
taxes other articles for revenue pur-j 
poses only. 
Yesterday I went down into the busi­ 
ness portion of our city and interviewed 
a wholesale liquor 
dealer. 
He told 
me that ho paid the government $200 
for a license and 
the city of Klgin 
$1,000 for the city 
license, 
before 
he 
could prosecute his business,

said every retail dealer, every saloon 
keeper, had to pay F a c ie Sam $25 and 
the city of Klgin $1,000 before he can 
retail iiquors. 
Th at is, the wholesale 
liquor dealer paid r n cleSam and the 
city of Klgin $1,200 for 
permis-ioo to 
sell liquors upon which the tax lias ui- 
reudy been collected, and that the sa­

keeper has to pay $1,025 for per­ 
mission to sell the same kind of goods.

permission to thus retail and wholesale 
liquors he paid Uncle Sam $225an 1 the 
city of Klgin $2.000. 
1 want to know if 
what he pays the city of

same kind of a thing? 
The revenue 
tax you understand ha« been paid the 
government before the whisky and 
beer ever were rolled into his establish­ 
ment.

demands $200 for its

League Club. Chicago, at 2:30 p. m , on 
Thursday, 
Dec. 15th. 
189», at which 
time the executive committee 
w ill 
make final report with a view of clos­ 
ing up the affairs of the Commission. 
Mr. K eeler of this city expects to be 


present. 
Chairm an H arper of the executive 
committee, 
w ill recommend 
at 
this 
meeting that the sale of the Illin ois 
building be deferred for the present, 
unless some large offer should mean­ 
time be made: the highest offer so far 
received being the paltry sum of $325. 
Th e building cost $18,000 and the profit 
to the contractors was very small, if 
any at all 
Th e success of the exposition 
has 
been beyond precedent. 
It is the only 
one ever held in this country that has 
paid expenses. 
Th e management w ill 
return 100 cents on the dollar to all 
stockholders, seventy-five per cent of 
the same having been paid them in less 
than ten days after the close of the ex­ 
position, being an agreeable surprise 
to most of them as they subscribed 
more as a contribution to help it along, 
never expecting to receive anything 
back. 
Cheered by their success, the citizens 
of Om aha are almost unanimous in 
their desire to reopen the exposition in 
1899, several large and 
enthusiastic 
mass meetings having been held in its 
favor. 
A new syndicate has raised by 
subscription n early $100,000 from citi 
zens of Om aha alone, the amount re­ 
quired as a starter for its success. The 
railroad companies have not yet been 
consulted. 
The m anagement of the 
exposition of 1898 have sold 
ail 
the 
b lildings to the new syndicate for the 
sum of $17,000 cash, 
the use of the 
grounds having previously been prom­ 


ised. 
Ed ito r Rosewater of the Om aha Bee 
is now in W ashington and is receiving 
promises of co-operation on the part of 
President M cK in ley, members of the 
cabinet, members of the Senate and 
House of 
Representatives, 
w ith 
a 
special view of securing a governm ent 
exhibit from Cuba, Porto Rico and the 


Ph illip in es. 
Th e Illin o is legislature w ill doubtless 
be asked to take an interest in behalf 
of Illin o is , and the state can do so at a 


small expense should the present Com­ 
mission not sell the building. 
Perhaps 
$10,000 
would 
be sufficient 
against 
$4.),000 this year. 
The present Com­ 
mission has been careful in its expendi­ 
tures and w ill return several thousand 
dollars to the State. 
Th e opposition to the ’99 exposition 
in the state of Nebraska is very slight. 
The only buildings that have been 


sold and are being removed thus far 
are those erected by Iow a and Kansas.

T h e new theology is ram 
pant, in the corporation itself.

oh-rical members five are acknowledged 
new theologians. 
The religious idea of 
Yale, therefore, is hardly w hat it was 
two centuries ago, nor is it any longer 
a state institution. It d ra w s its students 
from every qua rte r in the Union, and 
its mam financial support does not come 
fmm Connecticut. It is, therefore, per 
fectly plain w h y a large num ber of 
Yale men 
desire a wide aw ak e and 
scholarly m an of affairs as their next 
¡¡resident, 
i should be very much sur 
prised if' they did not have their w a y . ” 
There is a general impression in New 
Haven th at the resignation of President 
Dw ight will m a rk an im portant epoch 
in the history of Yale. 
It is significant, 
that of the men thus far favorably sug 
gesfed for the place only one or two are 
cl rgymon. 
T here is nothing in the 
charaeti r of the university that makes 
tho selection of a clergyman obligatory. 
It i** merely a m atter of custom.
